quickly was it spreading that the matter was 
brought forward at a meeting of the Hong 
kong Samtary Hoard The President 
(I | Mo Arkescox) then mentioned for 
the information of the public at large the 
prevalence of the disease which had hitherto 
been more or less unknown in Hongkong, 
and pointed out that it was very infectious 
at the same time advising that when a 
ease occurred ina household it was neces: 
sary, if pussible, for the patient to be isolated. 
This will Le news to many, and may account 
tor the, hitherto, very rapid spread of the 
disease, Dr. ATKINSON also suggested that 
in the case of any member of a household 
becoming infected a medical attendant 
should be called in as early as possible. It 
is almost useless to make any reference to 
the symptoms as everyone should by this 
time be well versed in the subject, but for 
the information of the few who have yet to 
suffer 1 may be news to learn that the di- 
sease commences very much in the same 
way as ordinary malana—with lever and 
flushing and marked redness of the face and 
neck, When such a state of affairs exists 
it iy just ar wellto nip into bed with a 
determination toremiun there for a couple 
of days when the fever subsides and the 
pains in the juints and body diminish. 
subsequently there is a slight return of the 
fever with a wellmarked papular eruption, 
and at this stage ool the disease one 
feels whata fine thing it is to live in the 
East. It as generally admitted by the 
medical profession that dengue is not 
dangerous, the mortality being about “10 
percent, but fur infection and general incon: 
vemence it wuuld indeed be hard to beat. 
Considerable diversity of opinion exists re- 
garding the question of a second attack, but 
itmay be taken for granted that when once 
persons have suffered from the disease they 
will practically be immune from it for about

Broadhurst proposed ta make it compulsory 
that all licensed victuallers, as became their 
namo, should provide food on sale for their 
customers in addition to drink, showed a 
lamentable ignorance on the part of legislators 
of what has been done in this direction during 
the last thirty or forty years. In nine cases 
out of ten the fully licensed house is now a

bury tart” under a glass shade, or the solid 
concrete “Melton Mowbray pork pie,” as hard 
as a skittle ball, has been replaced by the 
“grill room,” often with a silver range, and 
in some instances by an “ordinary” now 
called. a“ table d’héte,” sometimes served at 
separate tables, or an eating-house annexe, 
providing varied disbes a /a carte, 

The evolution of the ale-house and the 
twine and spirit vaults” has encouraged the 
development of mahogany bars, with the 
lighting of interiors by electricity, and of 
exteriors by gas-lamps the size of “ Montgolfier 
balloons.” The yearly turnover in food in the 
taveras ofthe United Kingdom may now be 
safely estimated at twenty millions sterling.—
